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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt of Applicant's amendment and response filed on January 23, 2007 is 
acknowledged. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1,2, 7-11, 15, 16, 18, 19, 22, 23, 25, 27, 28, and 30 are currently 
amended. Claims 31-36 have been canceled. Claims 1-30 are pending in the 
application and are provided to be examined upon their merits. 

3. Examiner notes that claim 19 has not changed from prior claim even though 
applicant states it has been amended. 

4. Objections to the declaration have been withdrawn. 

5. Examiner accepts change to the specification and change of title. 

6. Claim rejections under 35 USC § 1 12 and 35 USC § 101 are withdrawn because 
they regarded canceled claims. 

7. The examiner has rejected amended claims 1-22 on new grounds of rejection not 
necessitated by the amendments. Accordingly this action is made a non-final 
action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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Claims 1-7 and 8-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are considered nonfunctional 
descriptive material because they fail to recite elements of the program executable by a 
computer that results in creation of a calendar (MPEP § 2106.01 II). It is noted that 
claim 23, for example, does provide functional language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 1-7 and 8-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are indefinite because the scope 
of the invention (specific steps or program elements of the computer readable medium) 
is not specified. 

Response to Arguments 

Examiner thanks applicant for their detailed response. Examiner carefully read the 
arguments and the amended claims. The examiner agrees with the applicant that the 
claims as amended are not overcome by Sandhu (explanation below).

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-30 are allowed. 
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1 2. The examiner notes that the applicant has amended the claims and that as such, 
the examiner's prior art does not overcome the claims. As one example, claim 23 
states "...a settlement date calculator configured to generate a set of standard 
settlement dates...". Prior art found by the examiner, U.S. Patent 6,347,307 to Sandhu 
et al., provides for "...users to automatically calendar key dates regarding settlement, 
payments, cash flows and other details..." (col. 4, lines 43-47). Examiner agrees with 
applicant that Sandhu does not teach generation of a set of standard settlement dates.
